Letter to the Editor 


In the Fall 1976 issue (Volume 3, Number 1) of Armed Forces and 
Society: An Interdisciplinary Journal, following normal editorial and 
review procedures, two articles on Yugoslavia were published. One 
was “Development of Sociology of Militaria in Yugoslavia,” by Anton 
Bebler, and the other was “Civil-Military Relations in Yugoslavia, 
1971-1975,” by Robert W. Dean. 


As a result of the appearance of these articles, the following letter 
was received for publication:

Dear Morris: 


I have just received your letter, and two days ago the newest issue of “Armed 
Forces and Society” (no. 1, vol. 3). I was glad that you published my piece, but the 
presence of Robert W. Dean’s article forced me to make the step which my previous 
letter forecasted. I know how difficult it is to run a journal with international 
aspirations, I appreciate your work, but I have no other choice. 


My complaint is procedural, and I clearly differentiate from “academic and 
scientific questions.” Unfortunately you have not included pre-publication 
consultations with me, at least on Yugoslavia, into the “maintaining of high 
academic standards.” What you offered to me in your last letter is available to 
any ordinary reader of the journal. So will you please communicate the following 
letter to the editors: 


The Editors 
Armed Forces and Society 
Gentlemen: 
From the first issue of the journal, my name has been printed among 


the members of the “Editorial Advisory Board.” Yet on no occasion did 
you seek my advice on any matter, including the last two articles on 
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Yugoslavia. I conclude that my association with the “Editorial Advisory 
Board” has been made meaningless. I absolve myself of any responsibility 
for whatever is printed in your journal, except when signed by me. 


I therefore request that you remove my name from the cover and publish 
this letter in the next issue of the journal.
